The decision to hold the $1,665,- 
000 school bond issue this year 
was m ade by the Sedalia Board 
of Education—but not until after 
careful consideration and consid­ 
erable prompting from the parents 
of students attending ov ercrowded 
public schools. 
The mov e got under way, in 
earnest, early this year, one night 
when a few parents attended a 
regular school board meeting at 
Smith-Cotton 
High 
School. 
This 
handful of parents, not fam iliar 
with the 
procedure followed 
in 
school 
expansion 
and 
im prov e­ 
ment m atters, ask ed the board to 
reliev e the ov ercrowded situation 
as soon as possible 
Board m em bers informed these 
people 
that 
rv crything 
possible 
was being done at the tim e, but 
the steady growth of the com­ 
munity and 'he lack of a planned 
expansion program made it im­ 
possible to reliev e the situation 


combining 
rooms, 
partitioning 
rooms wherev er possible, mov ing 
offices to mak e classrooms, and 
other ‘’mak e do’ arrangem ents. 
“ In order ro pass a bond issue, 
which will be necessary to obtain 
the needed facilities,” the board 
explained, “ it is necessary to hav e 
public 
support 
and 
public 
de­ 
m and.” 
This first group of parents went 
to work , and at the next regular 
board meeting there were so many 
people in attendance the m eet­ 
ing was held in the library to 
prov ide seating room. This was a 
proper setting for the meeting, 
because the library itself had been 
partitioned to m ak e room for an 
additional study hall, where the 
m eeting was held. 
More than 100 people, most of 
them from one school area, ask ed 
dozens of q uestions and offered 
dozens of suggestions for improv ­ 
ing the school system. The next

this small group that it is not

PARIS (AP)— French po ­ 
lice to day intensified a na­ 
tio nwide manhunt fo r the 
kidnappers o f Eric Peug eo t 
and labeled a ho ax o ne pub­ 
lished repo rt that the ab- 
iucto rs had been captured. 


Four-year-o'd Eric was home 
safe and sound though “still up­ 
set “ His abductors freed him on 
a Paris sidewalk early today 
presumably after payment of ran-1 hours, 10 minutes 
som.

flashed a report that the k idnap­ 
ers had been captured and ev en 
gav e the names of two men and 
a 
woman. 
Later, howev er, the 
agency said it had been “tak en 
in by false information.” 


Eric was q uestioned by inspec­ 
tors this afternoon after a good 
sleep but indications were that 
the boy was unable to furnish 
much information. 


The 4-year-old heir to a French 
automobile empire was found un­ 
harmed. crying on a sidewalk 
within half a mile of his home 
shortly before 1 a m. today. He 
said he had been left there by 
two men, apparently the same 
pair who whisk ed him away from 
the playground at an exclusiv e St 
Cloud Country Club Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon. 


The newspaper France-Sotr re­ 
ported that Eric's father, Roland 
Peugeot, said he had paid a ran­ 
som to the k idnapers Thursday 
afternoon. The amount was not 
rev ealed, but the abductors had 
demanded $100,000. 


Eric and his parents were in 
their sixth-floor apartment this 
morning, the drapes drawn and 
four police on guard outside. 


“ To get Eric released I scrupul­ 
ously followed the conditions of 
the k idnapers,” Peugeot was re­ 
ported to hav e said. “ I had to 
hav e confidence in them. They 
ask ed me to deliv er the ransom 
to a specific place. I did it. Then 
there was nothing to do but wait. 
The last hours by the telephone 
were the most cruel.”

JEFFER SO N CITY (AP)—Atty 
Gen. John M. Dalton held today a 
bask etball score contest run in the 
Daily Dunk lin Democrat of Ken- 
nett, Mo., was a lottery and there­ 
fore illegal under Missouri’s anti­ 
gambling laws. 


He 
supplied 
the

for 
Charles M. Cable, prosecuting at­ 
torney for Dunk lin County. 


In one sense the opinion was a 
v ictory for Rep. Robert E. Young 
1R ’ of Jasper County, an almost 
constant critic ot the Democratic 
attorney general. 


Young brought the subject up 
months ago and ask ed the attor­ 
ney general for an opinion, point­ 
ing out that Kennett is Dalton’s 
hometown. 


Dalton replied the attorney gen­ 
eral freq uently has supplied legis­ 
lators with opinions when the legal 
adv ice was connected with law­ 
mak ing work hut he doesn't hav e 
to. Young said Dalton “has sud­ 
denly become opinion shy.” 


Cable held the contests were not 
illegal and a story was carried in 
the paper to that effect. Cable re­ 
q uested 
the 
attorney 
general’s 
opinion Feb. 20. 
Dalton ruled, as other attorney 
generals hav e in the past, that a 
lottery must hav e three elements 
—prize, consideration and chance. 
The bask etball scores contest 
had week ly cash prizes, he said. 
The cost or effort in getting the 
paper constituted c o nsideration 
and although there might he some 
sk ill present in guessing the pos­ 
sible o u t c o m e of bask etball 
games, Dalton held, it was most­ 
ly chance.

KANSAS CITY (A P)-Scattered 
showers and thunderstorms were 
to dev elop again in Missouri today 
as a cool front mov ed in from the 
west. 


The day dawned from clear to 
partly cloudy and foggy in spots. 
Early morning precipitation oc­ 
curred in the Bootheel. Mid-mor­ 
ning temperatures ranged from 57 
at Kirk sv ille to 68 at Malden.

The long dispute ov er the Nik e- 
Zeus broke out again in closed 
door testimony before a House 
Appropriations suhcommitee The 
transcript of last m onth’s hear­ 
ings, heav ily censored in spots, 
was made public today. 


The Nik e-Zeus system, still be­ 
ing dev eloped, 
would 
combine 
radar to spot an enemy intercon­ 
tinental missile and a k iller wea­ 
pon to erase /( with a nuclear 
blast high in the air. 


Lt. Gen Artnur G. Trudeau, the 
Army’* chief ot research, told the 
subcommittee he is confident the 
Zeus "can and will be success­ 
fully dev eloped to meet and mas-j through 
ter the ballistic missile threat of’ 
the Sov iet Union.” 


But Herbert F. York , research 
director for the Defense D epart­ 
ment, which has the last word, 
told the same group "I think fall­ 
out shelters are a m ore effectiv e 
way of sav ing liv es in a ballistic 
missile attack than Zeus.” 
They testified at different hear­ 
ings.

SACRAMENTO, Calif, (AP)-A 
modern Pony Express, bfset hy 
problems the original never would 
havt dreamed of. headed for San 
Francisco today by trtick and 
hors#. 


Rider .lack Nolan arrived in the 
slate capital Thursday on a tired 
horse and without the mail. 
A 
shortage 
of 
riders, tired 
horses, an unexpected snowstorm 
and a disabled truck made the 
arrival a day late. 
“ We burned out the valves of 
the truck engine on the Austin 
(Nevada» 
summit,” 
explained 
driver George Launder. 
“ Not enough horses and riders," 
said Nolan, who also lives in Cut 
ver City, Calif. 
The real Pony Express, which 
carried the mail from St. Joseph, 
Mo., to Sacramento in 1860-61, 
used 
70 
riders 
who switched 
horses regularly during the 1.966 
mile gallop. 
Nolan, a gunsmith, alternated 
riding with Bill Cower, a driving 
instructor. They had four horses. 
The original Pony Express start­ 
ed its first run April 3, I860, and 
arrived in Sacramento April 13. 
From here, the mail went on down 
the Sacramento River to San 
Francisco by steam boat. 
The modern-day version drove 
in from Placerville, Nolan riding 
his tired horse only from the city 
limits. 
The mayor's office had tele­ 
phoned Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
to tell him that the Pony Express 
rider was arriving with a letter 
from Missouri's Governor James 
T. Blair. Jr. 
Then Nolan looked in the pouch 
and the letter wasn’t there. 
“ Forget it.*’ he said. “They for­ 
got to put the letter in our pouch."

WASHINGTON — Preliminary congressional 
probing has only scratched the surface in 
digging into the operations of "Tommy the 
Cork" Corcoran and 
the 
Federal 
Power 
Commission. 
In the background is the biggest pipeline 
in the history of North America and in some 
respect* the basic question of whether the 
I SA is going to win out against Khrushchev’s 
challenge that Communism will bury us. 
What the Russians have done is to plan 
a 2.000-mile pij>cline from the Black Sea to 
the Baltic and then, without any bickering or 
backstage manipulating, go ahead and build it. 
What the United States and Canada did 
was to plan five years ago for a pipeline 
of about the same length from the gas-oil 
fields of the Gulf of Mexico to the rich fields 
of Central Canada, and then proceed to bicker 
and backstage lobby so that it isn’t built yet. 
The Trans-Canada Transmission Co. was the 
pet project of C. I) Howe, Massachusetts-born 
Canadian Minister of defense production, who 
dreamed ol a gas-oil link insuring a stable 
supply to Ixith Canada and the United States 
However, when Howe’s 
liberal 
government 
was defeated, the new Dielenbakcr govern­ 
ment almost failed to renew the license. In 
fact, it was not renewed until two weeks ago. 
3 idcontincat Dream 


I he American link in this huge pipeline 
connection was the dream of Gardiner Sym- 
onds, head of Tennessee Gas Transmission 
and his Washington attorney, Tom Corcoran, 
who as a member of the Roosevelt brain 
trust had helped Harold lekes pioneer the 
big and little inch pipelines, then considered 
almost revolutionary. 


Just as the big and little inch pipelines 
were fought by John L. Lewis and the coal 
interests, so the Gulf-Canada pipeline was 
fought by rival gas interests. The backstage 
battle to stop this pipeline — or else share 
in it — included such powerful figures as the 
Tom Dewey law firm of New York, the Dulles 
law firm, plus some of the remnants of the 
old Insull utility empire in the Midwest. 
At one time the heads of three of these 
companies held a confidential meeting at the 
Chicago Club with Gardiner Symonds of Ten­ 
nessee Gas, demanding that he sell them 
three-quarters interest in the pipeline to Can­ 
ada 
I hey hadn’t originated the dream, yet 
they wanted a piece of it. Another secret 
meeting took place in the Carlton Hotel in 
Washington, Jan. 3, 1937 to renew this de­ 
mand — or else. 


The three who participated were John Mer- 
riam of Northern Natural Gas, Ralph Mc- 
Elvenny of American Natural Gas, and James 
Oates of Peoples Gas Light and Coke. All 
three have since been indicted, and the man 
who is blamed by the gas industry for goading 
the Justice Department to bring the indict­ 
ments — is Tommy Corcoran. That’s why 
the gas industry leaked word of his huddles 
with FPC commissioners.

For those accustomed to the idea that an 
average weight based on height is perfect, 
the finding that those 20 pounds under the 
average weight may look forward to the long­ 
est lite is disconcerting. 


A revised system of human standards has 
been devised by the Metropolitan Life Insur­ 
ance Co. which considers chest, hip and torso 
measurements, in addition to height. Applying 
these standards to a man 45 years of age, 
5 feet 8 inches tall and of medium frame, 
tables of life expectancy show the weight 
influence to be significant. 


Average weight for this age and size is 
185 pounds. One weighing 150 pounds would 
h\e more than a year longer than the aver­ 
age. A person weighing 170 pounds would 
already have lo>t some ground—about a half 
year. One weighing 200 pounds would lose 
four years to the 150-pounder and about three 
years to the average weight.

It is perhaps a natural consequence of a good 
is as important to the national well-being as 
the elimination or control of dangerous dis- 


to pass a Natural Gas Act removing the 
power commission’s right to regulate the price 
of gas.

And 
despite McCollum'n fears of federal regula­ 
tion. the Federal Power Commission ok’d this 
high price. It bowed to the gas industry, 
Only Commissioner William Connole, 
the 
consumers’ champion, dissented. 
In the end and aficr a long battle through 
the courts, McCollum fears proved justified. 
For Connole's lone dissent served as a guide 
for the ringing opinion by Justice Tom Clark 
of the Supreme Court against the gas com­ 
panies. He warned that the 22.4-ccnt price 
created dangerous price plateaus, and that 
17.5 cents was enough. 
It was following this that the White House 
refused to reappoint Commissioner Connote, 
champion of the consumer, to the Federal 
Power Commission. 
Note — Final fact is that the five-year 
struggle to build a Gulf-Canada pipeline has 
not yet been quite successful. On April 2. the 
Canadian Cabinet finally ok'd the sale of gas 
and the construction of a pipeline from Trans- 
Canada through Winnipeg to the U.S. border. 
And the Federal Power Commission has ok'd 
the construction of a line from 
Emerson, 
Manitoba to Marshfield, Wis., under the juris­ 
diction of Tennessee Gas. But they will not 
connect. There will be a gap between Chicago 
and Wisconsin. Meanwhile the Russians are 
pushing their through pipeline from the Black 
Sea to the Baltic. 
Under The Dome 


Though the White House was smart in ap­ 
pointing Harold Baynton, Democratic counsel 
to Senator Magnuson’s Commerce Committee, 
to replace Commissioner Connole, it hasn't 
gone down well with a lot ot people, including 
Baynton. He has high respect for Connole, 
doesn't like (he idea of pushing him out of 
a job. . . The Federal Power Commission 
will now be lopsided with Westerners—-Jerome 
Kuykendall of Washington slate, Arthur Kline 
of Wyoming, and Baynton of Nevada. This 
leaves the heavy gas-consuming states of the 
East, which have to worry about the price 
of gas, with no voice on the Commission. . . 
Sen. George Aiken of Vermont, Republican, 
plans to do battle at the White House over 
freezing Connole out of the FPC. He points 
out that New England, with rugged winters 
and no coal or gas of its own. is one of 
the heaviest gas consumers and 
deserves 
some say in fixing the price of gas. Instead, 
its lone Commissioner, Connole of Connecticut, 
is being given the gate.

There’s no reason to imagine they will abandon 
this habit merely because they’re speaking 
from the same platform the same day—and 
they don’t. 


On rare occasions public debates have really 
had impact on the voters. Back in 1948. Thom­ 
as E. Dewey just about did Harold Stassen 
in on a national radio hookup. He swept the 
Oregon primary and killed Stasscn's presi­ 
dential hopes. 


But don't look for much of that. Most of 
the time the debates are almost as dull as 
if tlie two candidates were speaking on their 
own. And you know what that’s like.

Presidential Ambitions Chilled

WASHINGTON <AP'-Republi- 
can party leaders last fall treated 
Gov. 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller ot 
New York like a gate-crasher at 
an exclusive party where Vice 
President Richard M Nixon was 
the guest of honor. 


So out he went, but under his 
own power. 


The frigid treatment he got so 
chilled his presidential ambitions 
—or at least his enthusiasm tor 
making a race of it against Nixon 
—that the day alter last Christ­ 
mas he withdrew and left Nixon 
alone in the field. 


What he said and what he left 
u n s a i d have to be balanced 
against each other, He said he 
was no longer a candidate but he 
didn't say he would object if the 
Republicans at their convention 
this summer decided to draft him 


He made no bones about the 
way Republicans around the coun­ 
try treated him. The professional 
Republican politicians, that is. 


He said: “ The great majority 
of those who will control the Re­ 
publican convention stand opposed 
to any contest for the nomina­ 
tion.” 


But 
that 
didn't 
dim 
what 
seemed to be his belief he is a 
better 
man for the presidency 
than Nixon. From that day to this 
he has never once given his back­ 
ing to Nixon by name. 


And now. just as Nixon is run­ 
ning 
into 
some 
small 
blimps, 
comes the news that Rockefeller 


is going to resume his travels 
among Republicans 
around the 
country. 
Nixon, who seemed a shoo-in for 
the Republicans’ presidential nom­ 
ination at their convention, has 
stayed pretty mum all year, as if 
speeches and statements on where 
he stands would be practically un­ 
necessary till the campaign be­ 
gins. 
This was a little reminiscent— 
hut in reverse — of New York's 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey in the 
1948 presidential race 
Dewey did a lot of talking in 
the pre-convention days that year 
when he was trying to he ¿it Sen. 
Robert A Taft and Harold Stas­ 
sen for the Republican monina- 
tion. 
When he finally got it he seemed 
to believe what the pollsters told 
him: That he was a cinch to beat 
President Truman. 
During the campaign 
Dewey 
acted like a man who felt so sure 
he’d win that he didn't think it 
necessary to commit himself on 
the issues or promise much when 
he got elected. 
It 
was a 
disaster. 
Truman 
worked his head off, his victory 
over Dewey-it was the second 
presidential campaign Dewey had 
lost—sent the governor to the po­ 
litical showers permanently. He's 
never run for anything since. 
Now Nixon doesn’t know wheth­ 
er he's hearing the sounds of dis­ 
tant thunder. But a couple of lit­ 
tle clouds have drifted across his 
political sun. His ratings in the 
polls have dipped. 
Last week in total votes cast in 


the Wisconsin 
presidential 
pri­ 
mary he trailed the two Demo­ 
crats, Sens. John F. Kennedy and 
Hubert H. 
Humphrey. True, he 
didn’t campaign in Wisconsin but 
he was unopposed for the Republi­ 
can vote. 
This week, again running unop­ 
posed but thi> time in the Illinois 
Republican presidential primary, 
lie was more than 150,000 votes 
behind the total rolled up by Dem­ 
ocratic Sen. Paul Douglas, run­ 
ning unopposed for another Sen­ 
ate term. Nixon didn't campaign 
in Illinois, either. 
But, on the heels of the Illinois 
results, the Denver (Colo. > Post 
editorially said "Rockefeller ap­ 
pears to be the most attractive 
Republican candidate that could 
be offered to the people of the 
United States this year, . . 
Here in Washington some mum­ 
bling among Republicans began: 
That Nixon had better start talk­ 
ing and campaigning before the 
convention. But Sen. Everett Dirk- 
sen, Senate 
Republican 
leader, 
seemed to think things were go­ 
ing just dandy for Nixon. 
"I think,” Dirksen said, "his 
present technique is pretty good.’’ 
Now Rockefeller will begin mov­ 
ing around again, although this 
time campaigning in other states 
for Republicans running for vari­ 
ous jobs. And he will take part in 
ceremonies. 
So he'll be getting out among 
Republicans again. He may not 
be making a direct pilch for the 
Republican nomination but he'll be 
pitching the Rockefeller personal­ 
ity all over the country.

WASHINGTON — The Missouri 
Advisory committee’s report to 
the U. S. Commission on Civil 
Rights indicates that "racial and 
religious discrimination and seg­ 
regation in housing exists in vary­ 
ing degrees in all sections of the 
state.” 


Chairman Rev. Lee F Soxman 
of Rolla, formerly 
of Sedalia, 
made these observations based on 
state-wide responses seeking fac­ 
tual information on housing, vot­ 
ing. employment, public accom­ 
modations, education as related to 
civil rights. 
Voting: Voting procedures and 
opportunities are available to all 
citizens regardless 
of 
race or 
creed. 
Employment: Widespread dis­ 
crimination against the Negro ex­ 
ists. 
When employed, they are 
generally relegated to unskilled 
labor, domestic, and menial tasks. 
The first to be discharged, they 
constitute the greater share of 
jobless persons. 
About one out 
of four Negroes states that "their 
labor unions were doing nothing 
to upgrade or improve their sta­ 
tus." 
Public accommodations: 
Mis­ 
souri hotels, restaurants, cafete­ 
rias. motels and theatres are clos­ 
ed to Negroes. Only in St Louis, 
Kansas City, Columbia and Jef­ 
ferson City can Negroes be ac­ 
commodated in hotels. 
Discrim­ 
ination also exists in recreational 
facilities, such as bowling alleys, 
skating rinks, swimming pools, 
and golf courses. 
Education: 
desegregation 
has 
started, hut the vast majority of 
Negro pupils are still attending se­ 
gregated schools as the direct re­ 


sult of residential segregation. De­ 
segregation 
has brought a de­ 
crease in number of Negro teach­ 
ers, who are not welcomed in 
mixed schools 


In all the 11 public colleges re­ 
porting. the student body is rep­ 
resentative of both races. 
In on* 
ly two public colleges are mem­ 
bers of both races employed as 
regular staff 
members. 
These 
are Harris Teachers college and 
Lincoln University.

WASHINGTON —< NEA >— West 
Virginia's primary May 10 will be 
s different kind of donkey race 
for Democratic presidential aspir­ 
ants John Kennedy and Hubert 
Humphrey. 
There will he no crossing-over 
by West Virginia Republicans to 
vote Democratic and distort the 
result as in the Wisconsin pri­ 
mary. 
Just how much crossing over 
there was is 
indicated by one 
statistic: 
The total Democratic vote of 
150,000 in the Wisconsin primary 
was 200.000 greater than the num­ 
ber that elected Wisconsin's Demo­ 
cratic governor, Gaylord Nelson, 
In 7>8, 
Experts, rival candidates and 
political press «gents are analyz­ 
ing this year’.-» figures to exhaus­ 
tion, No two persons agree on 
who crossed n\ er where and what 
for, and nobody will ever know 
for sure. 


In summary what the Wisconsin 
primary proves is that Kennedy 
won a little under 2.7 per cent 
ol the 7fil convention delegates’ 
votes he will need to get the 
Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion at I/is Angeles. 
Humphrey won half that, hut 
maintains that this by no means 
knocks him out of the race. And 
in West Virginia he thinks he has 
a chance to even the score, in 
spite of early polis to the contrary. 
West Virginia has 25 convention 
delegates’ votes at stake. Nixon 
is not entered in the Republican 
primary. This leaves Kennedy and 
Humphrey to fight it out man-to- 
man and without complicating fac­ 
tors. 


The result should show whose 
bread is buttered better. 
West Virginia had no presiden­ 
tial primary in ’56. 
In ’52, the 
state had no Democratic contest 
in the presidential primary—the 
opposite of this year’s situation. 
In '52 the late Senator Taft beat 
Stassen 139.000 to 39,000 The state 
went for Stevenson in '52, Eisen­ 
hower in *56. 
, 
But today West Virginia has a 
Republican 
governor, 
Cecil 
H. 
Underwood, two Demicratic U.S. 
senators and five out of six Demo­ 
cratic congressmen. The legisla­ 
ture is Democratic 23 to 9 in the 
Senate, 85 to 15 in the House. So 
this sets ihe 
stage for a real 
Democratic knock-out battle 
West Virginia's Catholic popula­ 
tion is put at 7 to 8 per cent 
of the state total, as compared 
to Wisconsin’s 20 per cent Catho­ 
lic population. 
Most observers seem to agree 
that the religious issue is going 
to he a factor this year, though 
nobody is sure how much or which 
way. 


Both candidates try to minimize 
it and are now accusing press, 
radio and TV ot stirring contro­ 
versy. 


Kennedy's 
sample surveys in 
West Virginia have shown him 
ahead of 
Humphrey by ratios 
varying from 7 to 3 to 3-to-l. These 
polls were made in the first two 
and a half months of the year.
